S Standing upon tbe dome ot the capital R' 
this season of tbo year one overlooks a vast 
labyrinth of laaflng trees probably uno 
qualod in extent, variety and symmetry in 
any othor city In tha world. In a- few 
years our capital will become pre-ominontly 
the forest city Of the nation. 
Troos ali 


around you, in platoons, in columns, it 
ranks, single, double, and quadruplo, thoy 
shade and ornament with thoir luxuriant 
foliage not only the magnificent avonuos 
whera fashion takos ics daily airing, but 
equally tho squalid and unimproved street-;, 
inhabited by tho vory poor. There aro treo; 
Of many varieties—tbe 
stately 
plume- 


crowned elm; symmetrical, tondor-loavod 
Carolina poplars; sprawling, much-bobut- 
tonod sycamores, in liveries of white; rare 
and distinguished-looking pinkgos, liftin] 
their spare trunks heavenward, like lofty 
church spires; soft, groan, umbrageous ma- 
plos—tbo people's favorite—and gonorous, 
broad-leavod lindona and catnlpas. 


Thoro is no moro striking sight In Wash- 


ington than may bo soeu by standing in the 
coutor o£ ono of the small parks, called cir- 
cles, situated at tho intersection of sometimes 
olght or ton atroots and avenues, and than 
letting tho oyo range along the rows of 
growing trees of many species, of similar 
height and beautiful aspect, which radiate 
from you for miles in all directions, Hlco 
spokos from the hub of. a wheel. And ono 
needs only to notice some hot August day 
tho podostriai:s dodging from troo to tree to 
escape the blistering sun, tlio horses picking 
their way whero tbo troas shade the stroott 
and little children continuing ihoir play at 
noontide beneath thoir grateful shaltar, to 
bo convinced that thoy havo an important 
bearing upon public health and comfort. 
Those facts led your correspondent to hunt 
up ono of Lho originators of this grout im- 
nrovomont, Kr. William Saundors, superin- 
tendent oC tbo propagating garden, depart- 
ment of agriculture, for information, and 
Mr. Saundors imparted thoao facts: 


"There are about 00,000 troos in tbostrootB 


of Washington. 
Our streets are provided 


with 125 iiiiltjs of Kbado, exclusive of parks 
aud public gardens. Wo intond that every 
graded street, wbothor inhabited or not, 
shall have at least two rows of vigorous 
growing shade trees, and many of tho wider 
avenues contain four. Set out in single flle, 
twenty-five fee- apart, our trees would ex- 
tend from hero to Now York city. Planted 
in A grove, allowing only twenty-four foot 
space between 
tbo 
trees, 
they wou Id 


form a forest covering 300 acras. 
Our 


maples alone probably number 25,UOU—a 
pretty sugar orchard with which to sweeten 
the public temper. 
Probably no other city 


in tho world lias provided ao munificently 
and systematically for its citizens in tho 
matter of shade. 
This city is the pioneer 


and most successful oiamplo of the applica- 
tion oC arboriculture to tho improvcmant 
and ornamentation of public streets. 


"When carrying out tbo txtensivo scheme 


of public improvements about the year 1370, 
great complaint was made because of tho 
destruction of shade trees in the process of 
street grading. 
It was suggested to tho au- 


thorities that tho city's parking should b« 
put Into tho Lauds of a skilled commission, 
who should plant quick-grow Ing trees to 
supply cho placoa of tho^n removed, and 
thus quiet public discontent. Tho suggestion 
was acted upon,, and a parking commission 
was appointed, who should act as an ad- 
visory board to plan for and superintend 
tbe sotting out of suitable shade troo*. These 
gentlemen wore practical nurseryman. Tb 
annual expenditure for this department ha 
boon $13,000. Tho parking commission 
not bad tbo handling of the money, their 
duties bolnjr wholly advisory and sup 
tending. During th» first fow years of ou 
administration tho principal outlay was fo 
purchasing and sotting out tree* As sooi 
as practicable two nunwrias wero startec 
and planted with the seeds of approvoc 
varieties of shade trees, and by this m 
of lato years wo havo beon able to «f 
our stocic at minimum prico and little loss 


"As tbo number of trees under our charg 


increased it was found that the boxing otn 
proper caro of [ those already planted ab 
sorbod the funds to such an extent that only 
2,00*" or 3,000 now trees could bo planted an 
nuall} 
Our tree boios cost us 45 cents 


apiece, and by their peculiar construction 
serve not only to protect tho troos from 
outside violence, but also afford adoquab 
support to tbo young traos against tho high 
winds which often prevail in this section 
and to which, from their isolated poiitlon 
thoy aro peculiarly opposed. Under favor- 
able conditions a tree box will lost six or 
eight years. Tho employment of sir or 
eight men with throe horses is required, 
throughout tho working season, to ren«w 
and repair tha troo boras alone. 


"It Is amazing how many onomios a prop- 


erly planted troo has to contend with in its 
laudiblo efforts in behalf of public comfort 
Every runaway horco is auro to fetch up 
against a troo box, to their mutual hurt 
and 
destruction. 
Drunken 
men 
find 


thorn a safer and far more convenient 
resting place than tho proverbial lamp-post. 
Rain and wind storms in connection with 
excessive growth produce, a large annual 
crop of accidents. Two thousand trees wore 
prostrated in a single summer storm a few 
years ago. Beside* no troo is exempt from its 
hereditary foes in tho way of bugs, boatles, 
and worms. Tha police report daily all 
mishaps to trees nnd boxes, and wo keep a 
team busy throughout tbo growing season 
repairing damages, such as removing broken 
limbs and worms1 Hosts. It require* a largo 
aggregate oil labor to simply cara for a for- 
est of 00,000 troos, for such itroaily i^. Dur- 
ing tUo planting season, of course, a much 
larger force is temporarily employed."

COLONEL EZHA MILLEIt, 


Captain W. T. Vankirk received a dis- 


patch this forenoon, announcing the 
doiith of Colonel Ezra Miller, which oc- 
curred at hia home at Mahwah, New 
Jersey, this morning. 


Colonel Miller was one of the early 


settlers of Rock county, and was a prom- 
inent polotioian in the democratic oamp. 
For several years he followed the occupa- 
tion of 
a farmer, nud 
resided 
in 


Spring Valley, lu 1853 he was oleotea 
state senator from this county, and rep- 
resented 
i.it in 
the 
legislatures 


of 1853 and 185-1, having for his col- 
leagues, Hon. J. R. Bnggs, of Beloit, in 
1853, and Hon. James Sutherland, of 
this oity, in 185-1. Iu 185S, .it wo are not 
mistaken, he removed from his farm to 
this city, and soon after was appointed 
postmaster by President Buchanan, suc- 
ceeding ;D. C. Brown. Colonel Miller 
continued iu the post oflico until 1861, 
when he was succeeded .by J, M. Bur- 
gesa. 


Leaving politics at this time the colon- 


el turned his mind to tho invention of 
a car coupler, which he soon perfected 
andfaccurod letters patent, and which 
was adopted on all the leading railroads 
of the United States and Canada, from 
which he reaped a fortune. He purchased 
aline tract of laud at Mahwah, New Jer- 
eoy, and built himself a fine house. 
Enclosing a park in which he kept nu_ 
merous specimens ot wostorn game. 
Colonel Miller was a man who made and 
retained many [neuds, hundreds of whom 
reside in this >icicity, who will feel sad 
at hearing ot his death, and the loss of so 
true a friend. 


OELESTtVE LILLY. 


Mr. Celestine Lilly, the oldest eiigi- 


neeronthia part of the Chicago and 
Northwestern road, died this morning 
about four o'clock. He was Buffering 
from an abcess in his lung, during most 
ot the winter and his death had been 
expected tor some time.

Here in the city, but j 
very little damage resulted, few diseased 
trees were blown down—nothing more 
SB far ae reported, On Book [Prairie we 
hear of several large tobacco sheds being 
blown down, and the general wreckage 
of windmills. 


At iladison con siderablo damage is re- 


ported. A portion of the roof of the- 
state capitol was torn off by the hurri- 
cane, and the building was deluged with 
wutor. The windows on tho west side 
ot the building were blown in. Many 
buildings were unrooted, and several 
buildings completely wrecked, but as far 
as can be JenrneO, no liveo were loft 
The te.ograph and telephone lines were 
all torn down, cutting off communici- 
tion. 


Bnmore have been current here that

Tlie r-mflt*li Sparrows. 


Harper's Young People, for July, pub- 


lishes ths following interesting article re- 
lating to the "English sparrow," which 
will interest many in this city where the 
little birds are so numerous: "The un- 
fortunato English sparrow iR fait losing 
iti last friends, for oven in its native 
home the farmers are turning upon it, 
and it is now dubbed a pest, while all 
sorts of murderous plans are devised for 
its destruction. 


Some twenty years ago the chipper and 


"cheeky" little bird was imported into 
New York, and received with marks of 
the greatest friendliness and distinction. 
Boies were placed in the forkod boughs 
of trees fur the little strangers to build 
their nestn in, and to kill a sparrow was 
looked upon almost as a crime. 


The reason oE this extraordinary friend- 


liness on tho part ot the public was that 
tho little bird was kuown to havo a re- 
markable appetite for worms, and at that 
time tho city of New York was afflicted 
with a plague of "measuring worms." 
The trees in the parks and [streets were 
stripped of their loaves, and tho worms 
having satisfied th'.'ir appetites, were in' 
the Labit of dropping on to the hats and 
parasois of tho passers-by. 


Accordingly English 
sparrows were 


imported in largo numbers, and it hap- 
pened that soon after their arrival the 
measuring worms disappeared. (Then the 
sparrows were credited with all the vir- 
tues that feathered beings could possibly 
possess, and their lot remained a happy 


one. 
But so fickle is public favor that 


now they have many enemies. They are 
said to have emigrated in largo numbers 
to tho country, where they prey upon 
grain fields and orchards aud gardens of 
small fruits; they have driven Jo way the 
native email birds which wore hero before 
Columbus i and (unkindeat out |o£ oil) i[ 
is declared that thpy did not destroy the 
measuring worms after all, but that the 
latter eimoly wont away, probably be- 
cause there were no green leaves left to 
eat 


In England, too, theii frioads have de- 


serted them. Farmers' clubs are offering 
to pay threepence a dozen for their Loads 
or their eggs, Jand their little stomachs 
are examined to show that they live al- 
most wholly on wheat and barley. 
It 


eeoms only too certain that, like many 
uufeathered bipods, the English sparrow 
has been getting, a very fine reputation 
on falsa pretenies." 


Itcloil'w trouble VVIlli TruuipH. 


The good people ot Boloit are now 


trying to rid tho city of tho "tramp' 
nuisance; a committee of the Beloit city 
council has had the »ubJ60t under con- 
sideration, and made a report to the 
common council Tuesday evening, which 
was adopted. As tho question is one 
which tho people of Janesville, as well 
as the tax payerc of Rock count.'are 
deeply 
interested, we re-publish the 


report, which is as follows: 


"Tour committee appointed to inves- 


tigate the methods by which our tramps 
and criminals are dealt witu by the oity 
official, | report that they find the follow- 
ing facts relating to the subject: 


That the poor relief t-xpucditures it; 


the city ot Beloit, ^during the year ISSl, 
amounted to more than V/< times BS 
much as that for the city of JuuftBville 
during tho aamo period, aud mort than 
all tho rest Sot tho county put together, 
Janesvillo included. 


That as a protection to the rest of the 


county, 
{the 
board 
of 
supervisors 


appointed n purchasing agent to pur- 
chase all the supplies of the county, 
which office while not legally {.warranted 
was ithonght justifiable as a means of 
meeting the emergency brought upon 
tho county by ths unparalleled pauper- 
ism of Beloit, 


That in farther defense ot the tax- 


payers of the county outride of Beloit, 
the aupervisors havo introduced a reso- 
lution to be finally acted upon at their 
next meeting in November, by which 
each town shall bo made liable for its 
own pauper expenses. 


TJ'at on account of Beloit's excessive 


expenditure for poor relief, the oity 13 
likely to be discriminated against in the 
equalization of taxes, by the county 
board, and that for the same cause our 
oity has been injudiciously advertised 
throughout the state as a tramp and pau- 
per town through the published reports 
of the State board ot charities, correc- 
tions and reform. 


Tour committee have further diicov- 


ered that the report of our police justice 
to the county shows that from January 
1st to April 21st inc'.usive, ot this cur- 
rent year there wore 111 commitments to 
tho county jail, 103 of which wore for 
alleged drunkenness 


That the names of the parties thus 


committed show that they must have 
been tramps iu the majority of instances. 


That the police justice defends ni^ 


practice- in committing these vagrants as 
druEkards, on the ground of a want of 
jurisdiction to oommi.t them as tramps. 


That the court commissioner, Mr. 3. J. 


Todd, to whom belong! tho special pre- 
rogative of trying tramps and vagrants, 
refuses to act in the matter, owing to 
his opinion that the state law appointing 
court commissioners to try such cases 
cannot set aside the authority of our city 
charter whioh gives this jurisdiction to 
tbo police justice. 


That SB a result of this failure of our 


courts to understand and apply tho laws, 
our town is infested by tramps who bur- 
glarize our citizens, increase our statistics 
of drunkenness and disorderly com! act 
and prejudice our reputation in the coun- 
ty and state. 


In view of those facto your committee 


is of the opinion that this council ehoulrl 
take prompt aud radical action in reme- 
dying these public grievances. 


It would particularly recommend: 
1st. That the city marshal should be 


asked to abdicate his position aa superin- 
tendent of the poor at once. 


3d. That the council petition the cir- 


cuit jndga to appoint and authorize a 
Court commissioner who shall be compe- 
tent to try and commit tramps and va- 
grants under the vagrant law, said oourt 
commissioner to ba other than tho police 
justice. 


3d. That our constables and marshal 


be instructed to arrest all vagrants as 
such, and that arrests of euch criminals 
under city or state laws other than those 
relating to vagrancy, will be considered 
a dereliction of their duty by this body. 


4th, 
That the county board be_ asked 


to require their superintendent of the 
poor in Beloit, to carry out to the fullest 
extent the restrictions in the giving of 
aid recommended by the state board of 
corrections and reforms. 


That this council petitioj tha legisla- 


ture to so amend onr charter ai .shall, 
make the compensation of the marshal a 
fixed salary, to the exclusion of all fees 
and other perquisites. 


All of which is respecttnlly uubmited.
